3. Claims 1-6 are allowed. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter. The prior art of record and to the examiner's knowledge does not teach or 
render obvious, at least to the skilled artisan, the instant invention regarding the method 
of making a semiconductor device as recited in independent claim 1 , particularly 
characterized by the steps of patterning an insulating film to open a region that will 
serve as a region other than the PMOS region, changing the open region to a N-type by 
heat treatment in a diffusion furnace within an N-type impurity atmosphere, removing 
the insulating film, and then doping the whole surface with P-type impurity dopants. 

5. The following references are cited as being of particular relevance to the 
applicant's invention: Fulford, Jr. et al. (6,258,646 B1), Koda et al. (5,563,093) and 
Sanders (4,045,259). All three of these references teach methods of fabricating dual- 
gate CMOS devices, however, none of them teach the specific multi-step process as 
recited by the applicant, wherein two doping steps are utilized including the use of a 
diffusion furnace.
